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HOUSING SET TO MAKE 
WAY FOR OFFICES SITE 

DEMOLITION WORKIS LIKELY TO START DURING THE SUMMER 


A number of houses and busi¬ 
ness premises in a North¬ 
ampton street could soon be 
demolished to make way for a 
large office development. 

The West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) has applied to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council for 
permission to demolish the 
properties around Tanner 
Street, close to the town’s 
landmark gas towers in St Pe¬ 
ter’s Way. 

Their demolition would 
pave the way for a major of¬ 
fice development. 

The WNDC’s chief execu¬ 
tive, Peter Mawson, said: “The 
site has huge potential, over¬ 
looking the River Nene, as well 
as the new and improved rail¬ 
way station, which will start 
construction this year. 

“The demolition works are 
an exciting step in our plans 


and they will signal a new be¬ 
ginning for Northampton’s 
Waterside.” 

Demolition work could 
start this summer and see 10 
houses and five businesses 
knocked down. 

The leader of the borough 
council, Councillor David 
Mackintosh (Con, Rectory 
Farm) said: “This is an impor¬ 
tant milestone in the develop¬ 
ment of Northampton town 
centre. 

“St Peter’s Waterside is a 
fundamental element of the 
enterprise zone and will ad¬ 
dress a shortfall in quality 
office space available in North¬ 
ampton.” 

The WNDC is also in talks 
with National Grid about the 
future of the town’s two gas 
towers.

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Misery for Saints’ fans in 
Twickenham final defeat

THOUSANDS of dejected rugby fans returned to North¬ 
ampton on Saturday after the Saints lost their Aviva 
Premiership play-off final to Leicester Tigers. 

In a controversial match, the Saints fought gallantly 
against the title favourites, but ultimately paid the price 
for losing captain, Dylan Hartley, who was sent off for 
swearing at referee, Wayne Barnes. 

The end-of-season showdown attracted an 81,000 
crowd, with 50 coaches of supporters leaving North¬ 
ampton in the morning. 

However, some fans had their journey disrupted by 
a crash on the Mi motorway. 

Three people were taken to hospital after a car, being 
followed by police, overturned at Junction 15. 

The accident happened shortly after 9am on Satur¬ 
day. Police had been following the vehicle from the Wat¬ 
ford Gap Service Station after the driver was allegedly 
seen getting into a car while ‘covered in blood’. 

Two vehicles were involved in the crash and three 
people were taken to hospital, one by air ambulance and 
two by land ambulance. Their injuries were described 
as serious but not life threatening. 

All roads around the j unction were closed as medics 
arrived at the scene, leaving rugby fans to find alterna¬ 
tive routes to London. 

Recovery vehicles arrived at noon and the roads were 
fully re-opened shortly after lpm. 

Saints lost the final 37-17, a week after their football¬ 
ing counterparts, Northampton Town, went down 3-0 
to Bradford City in their NPower League Two play-off 
final at Wembley.

Detailed plans for a major new 
development in Northampton 
town centre have been 
revealed after being on the 
drawing board for more than 
three years. 

In February 2010, the leaders 
of Northamptonshire County 
Council announced they 
were considering plans to 
build a large new council 
headquarters in Angel Street, 
close to the Royal & Derngate 
Theatre. 

After years of talks, the 
council approved early 
proposals for the £43 million 
scheme -codenamed Project 
Angel - at the end of last year. 

Documents outlining 
what Project Angel would 
look like have now been 
submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council’s planning 
department. 

They showed the office 
complex, which would be 
built on the site of a car park 
used by council staff, would 
include 193,000 sq ft of office 
space and a number of shops. 

Parts ofthe historic County 
Hall building would also be 
converted into further offices, 
a hotel and shops or cafes. 

The council documents 
claimed the current staff car 


park in Angel Street “destroys” 
the historic quality of the 
Guildhall Road area. 

They also claimed the 
Project Angel scheme would 
be designed to complement 
the many historic buildings 
in the area. 

They said: “The 
development of the Project 
Angel site offers the 
opportunity to physically 
enhance the historic 
environment of the area and 
improve the setting of a range 
of heritage assets.” 

The development of 
Project Angel would also 
include the creation of a new 
public square and parking for 
up to 150 cars. 

It has not yet been revealed 
how tall the office block 
would be, but officials said 
the building should not be 
allowed to overwhelm the 
tower of the nearby All Saints 
Church. 

The council hopes 
2,000 members of staff will 
eventually be based in the 
building. They will move from 
12 existing council buildings 
in the county, a move which 
the authority has said should 
save taxpayers millions. 

It is hoped the Project 
Angel development could be 
completed by 2016.

Ambulance service 
‘at breaking point' 


A damning inspection report 
on East Midlands Ambulance 
Service (EMAC) has revealed 
it is “at breaking point” and in 
desperate need of more vehi¬ 
cles and staff. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) today published a 
report of an inspection of the 
service, which covers North¬ 
amptonshire, and highlighted 
a catalogue of problems which 
were delaying paramedics 
from responsing to emergen¬ 
cy calls. 

Inspectors found improve¬ 
ments were needed in three 
out of the six main inspection 
categories, including ambu¬ 
lance response times, staffing 
and supporting workers. 

The CQC report featured 
quotes from interviews with 
EMAC staff who told inspec¬ 
tors they did not feel they had 
enough staff to cover their du¬ 
ties and meet people’s needs. 

One EMAS staff member 
told inspectors the service 
was at “breaking point” and 
another said if they all worked 
to the rules, the system would

“fall apart” and “more staff and 
more ambulances are needed 
across the board”. 

EMAS staff also told in¬ 
spectors the use of electronic 
devices, called Tough books’, 
to record patient information 
including medical history 
and treatment were causing 
delays. 

A staff member said: “We 
used to do about 12 to 15 jobs 
a day, but that’s decreased to 
about nine because there are 
delays with using the Tough 
books’.” 

As a result of missing the 
national target of responding 
to 95 per cent of all life-threat¬ 


ening emergencies within 19 
minutes, the ambulance serv¬ 
ice has now been fined £3.5 
million. 

It is the third successive 
year key targets have been 
missed and the service was 
one of only two ambulance 
trusts in England to be fined. 

Inspectors found the ma¬ 
jority of staff felt that senior 
managers were “not fully en¬ 
gaged with the realities of the 
every day routines of staff. 

One person commented 
the trust was “brilliant at tell¬ 
ing off, but no one gets praise”. 

However, David Farrelly, 
director ofworkforce, strategy 
and transformation for EMAS, 
said a new management struc¬ 
ture would provide better sup¬ 
port for staff. 

He said: “In response to 
needing more staff, the in¬ 
crease in funds from our 
commissioners means we are 
actively recruiting more peo¬ 
ple to work on our frontline so 
we have more resource to re¬ 
spond to the calls we receive. 

“This is extra to the 140 an¬ 
nounced in March.”

Mother’s pride at 
soldier son's VC

The mother of a “supremely 
courageous and inspiring” 
soldier who died in Afghani¬ 
stan, has spoken of her pride 
after accepting his posthu¬ 
mous Victoria Cross (VC). 
Kerry Ashworth received the 
VC from the Queen in a private 
ceremony at Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace last Tuesday, on behalf of 
her son, 23-year-old Lance 
Corporal James Ashworth, 
the Corby soldier who served 
with 1st Battalion The Grena¬ 
dier Guards. 

L/Cpl Ashworth, from Cor¬ 
by, died on June 13 last year, af¬ 
ter crawling along ground that 
was being peppered with bul¬ 
lets, to throw his last grenade 
at a sniper who had his team 
pinned down. 

Mrs Ashworth, aged 44, 
said: “There are no words 
that can describe howyou feel 
when you are told that your 
son is the bravest of the brave.” 

“When the Queen left the 
room, the tears just came. I 
thought it was such an honour 
for us today as a family, for his 


friends and for his girlfriend. 

“For us to receive this is a 
recognition of the really hard 
job that he did over there. 

“James has gone but he will 
never be forgotten, he is part 
of the regimental history, he 
is part of history. He will nev¬ 
er, ever be forgotten and his 
memory will go on forever.” 

Mrs Ashworth was accom¬ 
panied by L/Cpl Ashworth’s 
father, Duane, who was also a 


Grenadier Guard, and L/Cpl 
Ashworth’s younger brother, 
Corporal Coran Ashworth, 
aged 22, a serving soldier. 

Duane Ashworth said he 
felt pride for his family and the 
regiment. He said: “He was al¬ 
ways selfless in everything he 
did, whether with his mates in 
the pub or in battle.” 

The VC was also awarded 
to Corporal Bryan Budd, who 
died in 2006.

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Police dog handler is 
county’s top officer 


A dog handler who has arrested 
almost 100 criminals in the last 
nine months, has been named 
Northamptonshire’s Police

Pc Ian McDonald, a leading 
dog handler based at 
Mereway, was given the award 
at a ceremony held at Wootton 
Hall last Tuesday night.

The pair 
were awarded The Boatman 
Shield, in recognition of an 
outstanding act of courage 
and bravery, after arresting 
the man in Corran Close, 
Duston, in November. 

The pair were in plain 
clothes, doing undercover 
surveillance, when they saw a 
thug carrying out a gunpoint 
robbery. The man has since 
beenjailed. 

Pc Richwood said: “It is 
an honour. You don’t expect 


it and I think if that situation 
came about again with any of 
the officers here, we would 
have all done the same thing.” 

Two officers were also 
presented with Royal Humane 
Society awards by the man 
whose life they saved. Pc 
Steve Haycroft and Ds Harriet 
Spittles were given the award 
by Bill Kerr, a trainer who they 
resuscitated after he collapsed 
at Wootton Hall, Mereway. 

The pair raced into the 
training room and revived Mr 
Kerr, who had had a cardiac 
arrest.

Saints players have rallied 
round skipper Dylan Hartley af¬ 
ter he was banned for 11 weeks 
for verbally abusing referee 
Wayne Barnes in Saturday’s 
Premiership Grand Final defeat 
to Leicester at Twickenham. 

Hartley claimed he aimed 
his ‘cheat’ comment at Ti¬ 
gers hooker Tom Youngs, 
but Barnes red-carded the 
Saints skipper for saying it to 
him, and the RFU disciplinary 
panel backed the match offi¬ 
cial. 

It means Hartley will now 
miss the British & Irish Li¬ 
ons tour to Australia, but he 
will be available for selection 
when Saints start the new 
Premiership campaign in 
September. 

Hartley has been roundly 
condemned for his actions on 
the stroke of half-time in the 
37-17 defeat to Leicester, but 
fly-half Stephen Myler, lock 
Christian Day and scrum- 
half Lee Dickson all leapt to 
the defence of their club cap¬ 
tain. 

They all insist that the 


public perception of the New 
Zealand-born hooker is a far 
cry of what the man is really 
like, and were quick to make 
that clear. 

“We are all behind Dy¬ 
lan. He is our captain, he is 
our leader,” said Myler, who 
scored seven of Saints’ points 
at Twickenham. 

“He is an inspirational 
leader, he leads by what he 
does. 

“He is an intensive guy, he 
gets himself around the pitch 
and he shows us the way. 

“Dylan has been at the club 
for a long time now, and he is 
captain for a reason. 

“I don’t think he is a mali¬ 
cious player.” 

Day added: “Dylan was 
very quiet after the game. 

“He has a reputation with 
the public for being brash and 
loud, but he is not like that at 
all. 

“He is a quiet guy, he works 
really, really hard and I am re¬ 
ally disappointed for him that 
something else is now going 
to go against his name. 

“Whether he said what 
he said and who he said it to 
I have no idea, but certainly 
that isn’t the image of the guy 
that I have got. 

“He was distraught to miss 
the second half.” 

Scrum-half Dickson has 


been a team-mate of Hartley’s 
for both Saints and England, 
and he said the players were 
desperate to beat Leicester af¬ 
ter their skipper’s dismissal 
for dissent. 

“We were buzzing at half¬ 


time, and we wanted to do it 
for Dylan,” he said. 

“Dylan is massive for this 
team, he means everything 
to the boys, he is a leader in 
every aspect of his game and 
he leads from the front. 


“Off the pitch he is a phe¬ 
nomenal character to have 
at the club, and I love playing 
with him. 

“He is a lovely character 
and a nice bloke, and he will 
do anything for this squad. 


“He has had some downs, 
but he is a fighter and he al¬ 
ways come back. 

“You can’t take that away 
from him, he is a world-class 
player and he deserved his 
place in the Lions squad.”
